ions. Whom they elect to the 
office of President of the Women's Union 
remains, to be seen. It is of primary im- 
portance ytHat this position be cleariy de- 
fined. , . 

. There are many Mpectrt^ 
of the president of the Wniiea's Union. She 
automatically becomes a member of the 
Students' -Executive Council during her 
teirin of 'office— July 1 to June. 30 of the 
^jpwing'^year. As such, she has a voice 
^d vote ra'all-inatters of student govem- 
inent, as well as' speaking for her own or- 
ganisation when occasion arises. She rep- 
réàents the women students on the campus, 
|f),:ât University functions, and to outside or 
gànizations. She may be called to act on 
either executives. She conducts general 
rheetings of the Women's Union and pre- 
sides at Round Table Conferences as well 
as at frequent meetings of the executive 

With a large membership and only two 
general meetings a year, much of the ac- 
tive business of the Women's Union is car 
ried on by the five mèmbéxs of the execu- 
tive. The Round Table Conference group, 
however, consisting of the presidents of 
^^R.V.C. clubs and societies, class executives 
iand Chairmen of special committees func- 
^tions as an intermediate link between the 
«çecutive' and the constituent membership 
dif.^ the Women's Union. The président 
should see clearly the function of the 
^Round Table Conference group, in coor 
dinating the activities of the various class- 
es, clubs^ societies and committees, as well 
as making valuable recommendations and 
constructive criticism in general 
'matters of programme and policy. Furth 
ermore, she must have & keen interest in 
-frv/if ^^bo *<>^vities of all organisations sponsored 
~> 'and finaaeially supported by the Women's 
Union. • 
^ More specif icàliy, the office should be 
filled by a person with ejiecutive ability, a 
person who hks an insight into the àdmin 
■ istration of finances, and who will take. re 
sponsibility in sueh things as aniendments 
,to Ihè constitution of the Women'? Union 
If i- ' whenever such a need arises. Purtîhermorè, 
the- president should, during her term of 
office, come to envisage the Women's Un»- 
ionjiot merely in terms of its activity for 
one year, but on the broader basis of its 
future growth and dcvèlôpincnt in provid- 
ing for the needs and interests of its mem- 
bership and as an increasingly vital 
gàni^ation on the McGill Campus.

The newspaper 
owner, finds out that he could have Tcachcd a 
settlement with his wife who claimed alimony 
without having hid to employ the illegal means 
of detailing his photographer to involve the fe 
male judge In a love scandal. But all that hap- 
pened, after the die had been 'cast and all 
reaches a happy conclusion. Circumstances 
have thus made for two hours of good laughter. 

Miss Russell had no extraordinary oppor 
tunity to show some extraordinary acting. Mr. 
Pldgeon, however, consciously. or uneonscietis- 
ly, made quite a fine Job of his role aiV news- 
paperman parading as ah artlsL 

Another jiid^e, Guy, Kibbee, before whom 
was brought the ease of "the female Judge vs. 
the obstructionists of justice" (the newspaper 
owner and his accomplice the photographer) 
was true to the accepted tradition of frontier- 
Judges In frontier days, in chewing tobacco 
imder the roof of the so dignified courthouse. 
This was supposed to coincide with the human, 
as distinguished from the sMctly legal, under- 
standing which he showed to the main parties 
Involved.

"OAFTAINS OF THE CLOUDS" 

AT LOEWS 

"Captains of the Clouds" it excellent film 
entertainment; It Is a sUrrlng treatment of a 
stirring topic, lavishly produced and beautiful- 
ly photographed. It portrays a short portion of 
the lives of two Canadian bush-pilots, who Join 
the R.C.A.F. It gives a glimpse of the training 
thejr get, of the humour and seriousness of life 
in the Air Force; but, most important, It em- 
phasizes the human element in these men— 
perhaps a typificaUon of the fact that in this 
war human values must be considered. 

Of the plot of the picture little can be said. 
It serves excellently as a v^Icle for the por- 
trayals ouUlned, but in Itself Is typical HoUy- 
wood blood-and-thunder. It concerns Brian 
McLean, a worldly and hot-headed bush-pilot, 
whose life is saved by Johnny Dutton, another 
bush , pilot, from whom he had been stealing 
businMs; how McLean In return saves Dutton 
ftmTinBrrylng a designing young woman; how 
he Is dishonourably discharged from the R.C. 
A.F. for "flying by the seat of his pants"; and 
finally how,- given a chance to redeem himself, 
he saves Dutton's bomber equadroç at the ex- 
pense of his own life. 

^^Captalns. of the Clouds" contains many in- 
eidents'Bivlal enough by themselves, but which 
add up to make Canadians thrill with pride. 
Air Marshall "BUly" Bishop, »s himself, is su- 
pirb; numerous parades show Canada's armed 
forces to best advantage; but undoubtedly the 
most moving scene of all is that showing a 
rletout restaurant into which comes the voice 
Ot Prime Minister Winston Churchill, in hit 
now famous speech on the Dunkirk evacuation.

CULTURAL OR FRACnCAL? 

—AN OLD ARGUMENT 
Recently we had occasion to 
comment, on the practical side of 
certik&r'university courses; In^par- 
t^cular, the engineering ,cours.es at 
this University.. Regarded at . per-^ 
haps the most practical' school on 
the campus, the Faculty of Ai^lied 
Science and Engineering, it was 
pointed out nevertheless fails to 
turn out made-to-order englnet. In 
the lecture room and' laboratory, 
the prospective engineer IS trained 
in theory and method, but when it 
comes to putting this training Into 
practice, he's on hit own, and it is 
then that his real training begins. 
Soon after entering an Induttry'he 
finds that the theoretical tide of his 
labours, aside from a 'few ot its 
minor parts, is thrust far into the 
background. There are simple facts 
that every Schoobnan knows. 

There is nothing particularly new 
or unusual in all tlilt, but it seenu 
to us to suggest a slightly new 
angle;;,by,';whiéh7^to ' examine the 
tradttloiiaf argu'mm^ ot the vailue of 
the Arts courses.' The Arts course. 
It Is often argued. Is a mer^ "ivory 
tower of cultural backgrounds, 
which provide little or no training 
of which the undergraduate éan

nake|iiBe after gradinUet^t^^ls 
^*old'''eharge, a fâviSuRt^^nong 
Engineers, which has been hurled 
back and forth for decades, and it 
Is not witliout a certain amount ot 
truth. When we stop to consider 
the Engineèring.ceurtes in the light 
mentloned|àteiwe^owéve^^^ 
ference be^we«lfftiîe'^"pracMcâr 
and "cultural" courses becomes 
much less apparent Here we .have 
the campus' most practical course, 
frankly adnUtUng that It. in iUeU, 
cannot produce engineers, but that 
it depends In this producUon upon 
experience which cannot be gained 
in the classroom. Can It not be said 
ot the Arts courses that' they, too, 
have a practical value which, to be 
truly realized, depends upon off- 
campus experience? It it not per- 
hajps, a mistake to expect any uni- 
versity training to be a substitute 
for that old "school of experience" 
our fathers used to tell us about? 

Almost any course hat aoiné prac- 
tical value, and the fault of the Arts 
course Ilea not so much within it- 
self, as In the students who take It. 
It might be a good thing if profes 
sors in the ArU colleges laid a lit- 
tle more stress on the fact that their 
studtato'minot going to learn how 
to eani'^^Uving 'in'^'unlversity course. 

The Arts course, today Is conform 
ing rapidly to the call for practical 
education and registration In such 
subjects as Theology, IliUowphy, 
Englith and Biology, ,CMMH erce and 
finance. Political Selâîeê^Econom- 
ies, ]RsychoIogy, Social Science and 
similar subjects with direct practi- 
cal bearing. It is a trend which old 
school pedagogues view with dls- 
tren, but It is a necessary trend, de» 
signed to meet the needs of a more 
technical civilization^ Carried to ex- 
tremes/fhowever, this trend is a 
ilttle^'too'lialile to result in an over- 
interest in the immediate question, 
"how?" with little or no Interest or 
thought devoted to the questions, 
"why?" and "whither?" If the stu- 
dent In thé strictly practical school 



finds himself inclined to think thai 
his it the only worth-while course, 
we suggest hè try reading a little 
philosophy. ... 

The above it written more or less 
on the assumption that the sole 
purpôse of a college education is to 
prepare the student for his particu- 
lar career; that it is a sort of In- 
vestment which, to be worthwhile, 
must bring returns either In dollars 
and cents, or social posIUon, or 
both. It Is an' assumption that there 
is no point in gaining knowledge 
which one It .'not going to use at 
soma future date. W« are not con- 
vinced that this Is so, and tUll cling 
to the belief that knowledge torjti 
own sake— for the sake of thejnen? 
tal experience it involves— li . still 
Important and worthwhile. How- 
ever, that It another argument 

Burden of our meanderlngs ts 
simply this: that there. Is too little 
attention paid to the practical tide 
of OUT; cultural courses, and too lit- 
tle 'attention .^pald to the cultural 
tide 'of our practical courses. The 
old battle of the humanities and the 
sciences Is unnecessary and un- 
natural. The two are not in separ- 
ate campi;- both iprsnit' from the 
same lource. They belong together. 

We heartily agree that the Arts 
student who regards his university 
course as a convenient way to post- 
pone the declsim ot a career is 
drifting aimlessly; . But If he has 
chosen his course after deciding 
upon his career, it can be Just as 
valuable to him at the engineering 
course can be to the engineer. After 
having made the decision, ho should 
be just as ambitious and particular 
about his summer job as is the en- 
gineer, and relate Jt, it at all pos- 
sible, to what^ht^t wiU be hit 
eventual means of /livelihood, as 
well at to Hit college course. If, he 
does this tliroughout his college 
life he will emerge from university 
well equipped to start earning his 
own living. 

It has often seemed to us that the 
requirements for entering univer- 
sity are entirely too academic. May- 
be it would be a good Idea to make 
it compulsory for students to work 
a year or two, in addition to hav- 
ing their senior matriculation, be- 
fore entering college. In any case. 
It cannot be tocf clearly understood 
that twenty-three is far too late an 



age to be looking for One's first 
serious employment There has been

f-DaljMUiia . Gaoatte. 
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•TîBSCARTES," wrote a student 
on: an examination - paper, "was a 
man . subjects to - ideas." < Now, it 
seems -reasonable to say that Des- 
cartes was not an exception in this 
respect and that all reflective peo- 
ple find themselves In the same 
sad predicament In fact this old 
malady has been afflicting . man- 
kind^mr since the dim beginnings 
ot^htmish civilization, and it was 
so prevalent in ancient Greece that 
the Greeks invented a word for it, 
namely philosophy. 

Of course, at present philosophy 
does not any longer have the all 
inj^uslye meaning it had in the anc- 
leiàt wbrid. In' the eiourse of iiistory, 
some parts of philosophy broke off 
from the common stem of philos- 
ophy and developed into special 
sciences, and the mother of all the 
sciences has been left holding the 
bag, so to say, containing some of 
the most important perennial hu- 
ra,an problems not as yet suitable 
for scientific specialization. Whe- 
ther or not we shall ever come to a 
more -integrated hitellectual life, 
such for instance as the Greeks had, 
nobody, of course, can tell for car- 
tsin. 

Investigation 

Die recent investigations into the 
foundations of mathematics and 
physics lead some scientists to take 
more general or philosophic in- 
tereet in their work, and that sug- 
gests the possibility of science be- 
coming more philosophical. And, on 
the other hand, in philosophy, too, 
there appeared a movement which 
is of interest not only to the pro- 
fessional philosophers but also to 
scientists, and even to the so-called 
general public, and which, there- 
fore. Is also a step in the direction 
of the unification of intellectual 
life. 

This phlloBophic movement is 
based 'ori Investigation of the rofe 
of symbolism In human ttiought or 
what a wit described as the study 
of the meaning of meaning. In more 
prosaic ternis it is called a theory 
of sighs, or, if one prefers a more 
learned and barbarous term, seml- 
otlc. . 

Seralotio 

Semlotlc, is not, of course, a study 
of any particular languages— that is 
the business of linguistics. Semlotic 
investigates only the general re- 
quirements of correct symbolism or 
language. All our thinking, apart 
from direct awareness of inunedlale 
sensations, depends upon signs and 
systems of signs; the human' mind 
is inseparable from the functioning 
of signs spoken, written or imag 
ined. And'semlotic is a study. of the 
functioning of signs . generalh^^ 
cannot deal with this rather^ffl- 
cult, complicated, and as yet not 
well developed subject in detail, 
but I will mention liere some inter- 
esting Implications of It - 
-It Is obvious, for exami>]e,* that 
before ' answering a question .. we 
must know Its meaning. But we of- 
ten overlook the fact that the pro 
cess of formulating a question al- 
ready involves on our part an or- 
ganization of the material we are 
dealing wiUi, and thus to some ex- 
tentrpvedetermlnes beforehand the 
form 'of any possible answer. The 
right formulation . of a question is, 
therefore, the first prerequisite for 
gettinjg'a good answer. 

DICKENS 

A certain proclamation, we resd 
in Dickens, "rendered Mr. Inspec- 
tor additionally studious, <nd caus 
ed him to stand meditating on 
rlver-stalrs and causeways, and go 
lurking in boats, putting this and 
that together. But according to the 
success with which you -put this 
and that together, you get a woman 
u>d a fish apart or a mermaid in 
comblnaUon.|| Mr. Inspector, you 
see, was' putting questions to the 
river, and the answvs he could ex- 
pect depended on the ways he 
would formulate his questions. A 
question, for instance, concerning 
/^whereabouts of a'.^^ mermaid 
wbuM'not be a good question, since 
there aré no mermaids; such a 
question would reflect an unreal- 
istic attitude towards the world on 
the part of Mr. Inspector, and one 
should hardly expect a satisfactory 
answer to It • 
- It is only if we formulate our 
question well that we may be en- 
UUcd to expect a satisfactory an- 
swer. And it Is hot only such rela- 
tively simple problems of meaning 
as raised by the question. "Have 
you stopped beating your wife," 
that lead to the analysis of mean- 
ing, but all scientific and phltoso- 
phical Issues require it 

Warp and Woof- • 

What may be somewhat discon- 
certing about this study of symbol- 
Ism Is tiiat it strengthens the view, 
upheld by many philosophers on 
other grounds, that the commonly 
held sharp line of distinction be- 
tween language and the world, 
theory and fact is Ulusory.7 Our 
language, it seems, Is the^very warp 
and woof of oiir. world, 'and there 
is really no intelligible world for us 
except as we undestand iV through 
language. I<anguagc, In a wide 
sense of the word, is the activity 
in which we systematically use 
omes parts of our experience to re- 
present according torspme rules cer 
tain ol^ n»cU;::ia :'ibi»-'^»» »a 



interrelate and interpret' our seiise 
•xperlence' snd thus .construct a 
systematic outlook on the world. 

Until eo Interpreted and 'Inter- 
related, our direct sense experience 
is chaotic and strlctiy speaking Is 
not a world at all. And, since our 
language Is to a great extent of our 
own making, tlie world, too, is very 
largely . what we can make of iti 
As a contemporary- philosopher cx 
pressed it, "The limits of my lan- 
guage mean the limits, of my 
world." Our view of the world is 
not a mechanical reproduction or 
a picture of an external world fixed 
once and for all, but Is rather out 
own, construction. 

Tills movement In philosophy Is, 
of course, not a new one; it merely 
camè'to a relative prominence late 
ly. Philosophy, as any human en 
terprise is not entirely free of 
fashions, and this is but one ot the 
recent ones. And as with most in 
telleetual fashions, this one had its 
origin in ancient Greece. In fact 
Socrates was one of the first prac' 
Utioners in the pursuit of the clari' 
ty of meaning, and he practised it 
vigorously and rather too success- 
fully for his own good. 
PLATO 

I wish to oondude with a passage 
from nato, illustrating the process 
of inquiry as practised in Socrates' 
time, a process which could with 
profit be practised In our own or 
any other time. "They cross-exam- 
ine a man's words, when he thinks 
he is saying something and is really 
saying nothinir, and easily convict 
him ot inconsistencies in his opin 
ions. . . . He, seeing this, is angry 
with himself, and grows gentle to 
wards 'others, and thus is entirely 
delivered from great prejudfces and 
harsh notions, in a way which is 
most amusing to the hearer, and 
produces the most lastUig' good et< 
feet on the person who Is the sub- 
ject of the operation ... he must 
be purged ot his prejudices first 
and made to think that he knows 
only what he knows, and no^more.
